HEAVY RAIN AFFECTS LOUISVILLE RACING 
AND ATTENDANCE UNFAVORABLY. 



Crratal Maid Takes the Louisville Handicap in a 
Close Finish of Four — Irfaneh Mends 



Loulsvni«». Kv,. May 20. — Unfavoral»]p weather 
n»nrrod tf*day’s raciiisr and was resiJonsible for the 
po*>rest attendHiiee of the iiieetiiiK. Hie track, on 
ac<TMint of the steady dreneliint; it nn'eived. re- 
wnibled a mortar t)ed and causeil withdrawals of 
many prospective starters. S|>eculatiou fell off con- 
siderably, blit as most of the winners were s-tronuly 
supported, the favorite backers proflted haiKlsumely. 

The I>ouisvilI<> Handicap, at three-quarters, haviuu 
a net value of $l.r»00 to the winner, resulted in one 
of the closest finishes ever wituesstMl here, and 
brouKht alMMit disaun'ement with the ludstea in 
regard to their ida<‘ing. Crystal Maid. Charlie East- 
man. S«‘a Swell and A1 Muller landed at the fluisii 
so closely grou|>ed that no one outside of 
those on a direct line was in a position to attempt 
a statement as to the winner. (Crystal Maid, .which 
had moved up on the outside with a great rusli. was 
given the purse, ('harlie Eastman second' and Sea 
Swell third. To man.v. including those w'ho were in 
the press stand, ft appeared as if A1 Muller, on the 
extreme inside, had lasted long enough to outstay 
Sea Swell, and that Crystal Maid had just nipped 
out Ciiarlie Eastman ftw third place. 

The showing of T, M. (Jreeu lu this race was dis- 
appointing and it is likely that he has not recovered 
from his rwent illness. 

Irfaneh. which had transferriMl from the W. 

J. Young stable into that of Jack Baker after her 
recent poor showriug. made the others in the sieond 
race appear cheap by the handy manner in which 
she won from Tom McGrath and Marldcs. The latter 
was claimed out of the race by L. Thompson, acting 
suPiH»scdly for M. C. Moore, liut after the filly was 
delivered to him. tiaiuer Miller Ileiidersoii protested 
to the judges that the claim was irregular and by 
witnesses will tr.v to show that Thompson had been 
given $."10 to claim the filly for an outside person. 
The judges are iuvestigatiug the case and will rule 
on it tomorrow. 

The handieap at a mile and a sixti*enth had to be 
declared off 011 account of the many scratches and a 
selling race at u mile and s<‘venty yards was suh- 
stituted, Alice WMi over Lady V^le. with Gn»en- 
bridge, recently acquired by II. G. lUnlwcll. in third 
place. 

Th«- Fad rc|M‘ated his hollow victory of his last 
previous start on a muddy track, while Tom Huy- 
ward. in the closing race, had no difficulty In proving 
his 8Uperiorit.v over the poor band that opposed him. 

The misliap to Wiiitergreen sustained yesterday 
has eliminated him as a starter in the l.atonia Derliy. 
Tliere are divers oiiiiiious as to the extent of the colt’s 
injury. Some contend that there is nothing more 
serious wltli the colt tlian a split hoof, wliilc others 
maintain tliat he is also suffering from a sprained 
ankle. Owner Respess w’as not at the track today 
and authentic in forma tioii coueeming the colt’s con- 
dition could not be obtained. Last night Mr. Res|>ess 
stated that it w’ould Ik* at least five months iM'fore 
it was probable that the colt would again be put in 
training. With Wlntergreen nn ab.sentee from the 
I.atoiiia Dcrli.v, that event appears at the luere.v of 
tllamliHla. which will oiil.v have Plate Glass and 
Warfield f(»r |Missibl.v dangerous opponents. Joeke.v 
Powers, who was to have ridden Wiutergre«‘u, has 
been engaged by W. J. Young to pilot Plate Glass or 
Warfield, whichever he may clnsise to ride.

Field Mouse and Affliction, the last naine<l Ih*- 
ing a .se<*mid string in James R. Keene’s entry. 
The brilliant quartette finished in the order named 
in 1 :T.». w’lik'h Is the fastest time ever recorded 
for the stake. Tiiere was eager curiosity on the 
part of everyone iwesent to see the renowned young 
mare, .md her appearance on the track was greeted 
with <-Jieers ami handclappiiig. Inclined to frac- 
tioiisiK'ss wl'jh* turning isistward directly in front 
of tlie gramlstand. Bntwell' .Tcllod at her and the 
crowd, taking umbrage thereat, called after him: 
“IVm’t call that filly names.” In the actual racing 
Maskette singled out early and made the running 
by an unnecessarily wide gap. She appeared to 
fully extend lierself as Lady Beil ford loomed up 
menaciiigly when liegiuning tlie final furlong, but 
tliere was never any need of Butwell’s display of 
oveiaiixlety in the closing strides. Laify Bedford’s 
S( n.'^atioual closing sprint thrilled the spectators, 
while Field Mouse and Affliction ran like non-stay 
ers. 

There was a rumor in circulation liefore the race 
that '.Maskette was lame and on tlie verge of a 
breakilown. It was api>arent that slie Iwd biK‘ii 
under serious suspicion of unsoundness during the 
winter, for liotb ankles stiowed marks of having 
lK‘en punch fired. While an abnormally gro^vthy 
1 two-year-old the peerless Disguise filly did mit seem 
I unduly Idg as a three -year old. .Moreover, she was 
deeideilly light flanked in crimparlsou with last 
.vear. though stripfiing very fit. When askiMl last 
w«H*k wliy be did not send Maskette out in a pre- 
liminary piililic trial for tcxlay’s big stake. Rowe 
replied: ‘*If she Is going to break down I’ll have it 
occur in a stake, not in a cbean purse race.” llcr 
owner. James R. Keene, was not present to sec 
Musket te’s victory.

ED CORRIGAN GIVES UP HAWTHORNE. 

A quit claim deed was filed in the Cook County 
recorder’s office Wednesday in which Ed Corrigan and 
bis wife conveyed their eiiuity In three-iiuarters of 
the Hawthorne race track to ex-alderman Thomas 
Carey for $2(i.00o. Of this sum. Mr. Corrigan re- 
ceive but $2,000 in cash, $24,000 going to pay a 
note made by him. indorsed by Mr. Carey and held 
by Fon*iiian Bros. Banking Company. 

The Hawthorne property comprises 160 acres b<*- 
tw»*en Thirty-fifth and Thirty-ninth streets and soutli 
Forty-eighth and Fifty-second avenues. The other 
one-quarter interest is owned by Kiehurd Fltzgerabl. 
A. S. Trude held a mortgage of $86,000 on the prop- 
erty and Carey a second mortgage for $4(MNM). 

When Care.v received n!»tice from the bank a few 
da.vs ago that the note fell due May 24, he tele- 
graphed Corrigan, asking him what he was going to 
do about it. Corrigan replied that he could not 
meet it and asked Carey to take care of the note 
and he would convey to him bis interest iu tbe 
piofK*rty. 

lienee the deal, which was necessary because re- 
cent financial reverses growing out of so-called re- 
form legislation have taken nearly all of Mr. Corri- 
gan’s reaiLv money and ability to raise more. 

The veteran was in good health and spirits and 
was more worried over Mrs. (Torrigan’s condition 
than his own financial health. He has gone back to 
Tjexlngton. where Mrs. Corrigan Is ill in St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, but is mncli lietter than she was. 

The deal h.v which John W. Gatt*s sc(*ks to get 
control of the Corrigan holdings in the City Park 
track at New Orleans will. Mr. Corrigan thinks, be 
mad«* more <*quitai»Ie by Hie emirts. or settled in a 
fair way. Mr, Corrigan’s Kansas City pro|>erty Is 
in the best hands and condition of all his holdings, 
blit the turf will hardly see much more of him iu an 
active way. 

Tlioinas Carey, when in jiolitlcs. was also inter- 
ested in racing and owned the New (!ity Stable. He 
still loves the sport and has grown rlcli in late 
years. He Is also less iiit»*rested in Tkdities tliaii 
in tbe old days and is president of the American 
Brick Company. 

When asked what he meant to do with Hawthorne. 
Mr. <’arey said: “I^eave it as it is and wait until 

the public gets a little sense.”
